THE CARE OF TOY DOGS. 

Toys are sensative little mortals and 
need far more affection and attention 
than larger dogs, It is well to remem- 
ber the saying that “if.a toy feels ill 
he dies.”’ 

Yet we find owners recklessly treat- 
ing a ‘3-pounder” in the same Way as 
a St. Bernard. : 

One meal a day is all very well for 
the latter, but a toy should have 3, and 
one of these should be invariably con- 
tain meat of fish., Dogs are carnivor- 
cus animals, and should be treated as 
such, All modern vets agree that 
eczema comes from poverty of blood. 
The treatment is to knock off farinace- 
ous food entirely, and feed on raw 
meat. 

Long haired dogs in particular shoul 
never be given the various biscuits on 
the market, as they all contain mea! 
which is to heating. Two Marie bis- 
«uits and a little milk at breakfast, 
meat and vegetables at !unch, and a 
piece of sj#nge cake at night is a good 
menu. The meals.should be fairly dry,

TEMPERANCE LECTURE 


Dr. Hidden, of Newburyport, Speaks to | 


Good Templars at Free Church. 


Sunday was “Temperance Day” ‘it 
the North Andover Methodist ehurcr. 
The Rev. George E. Sanderson gave 
up his pulpit at both the morning: and 
evening services to Dr. C. W. Hidden 
of Newburyport, who delivered two 
stirring temperance _ lectures. Th: 
services were both well attended. 
Members of the order of Good Temp- 
lars were present from Andover, Bal 
lardvale, Lawrence, Haverhill, New- 
buryport and North Andover. Rev 
Mr. Sanderson introduced the speake: 
who is not unknown to North Andover 
people. He delivered .an able lecture 
at the church a short time ago. He 
spoke in the afternoon before a large 
audience in Andover. Abstracts of 
Dr. Hidden’s lectures in North Ani- 
over follow: a 


THE MORNING SERVICE. 


Dr. Hidden supplied the pulpit of the 
Methodist church, Rev. Geo. E, San- 
derson pastor, in the morning, his sub- 
ject being, “Fishers of Men,” based 
upon St. Matt. 4:18, 19, 20. -He opened 
with a beautiful word picture of that 
morning by the Galilean sea» when 
Jesus stood on the shore and invited 
“Simon called Peter and Andrew fils 
brother” to leave their nets and follow 
Him to become “fishers Of men.’ 
Jesus, he said, possessed a marvelous 
insight into the characters of men; 
made wise choice of instruments fitted 
to receive the Holy Ghost or divine im- 
pulse. That a man is poor, in humble 
circumstances, does not prove him in- 
capable of receiving heavenly gifts or 
lacking in the elements needful in suc- 
cessful leadership. Such a man needs 
but the divine spark, the setting of th- 
soul aflame with holy zeal, to become 
a fisher of men. This is not a fling at 
learning, at educational training ,but a 
just tribute to God’s power to raise up 
men to meet crises or emergencies i 
human affairs. There is a difference in 
men: Some are born to command, oth- 
ers to remain in the ranks; some to 
lead, others to follow. When the psy- 
chological moment arrives, when con- 
ditions are ripe, God may be depended 
upon to bring his chosen’ ones to the 
front. - Spiritual leaders are of peculiar 
makeup, but each possesses that on- 
mark of divine favor—inspiration, the 
inbreathing of the spirit of God. None 
are more likely to be blessed with this 
great gift than men of the sea. The 
speaker described sunrise at sea, the 
witchery and charm of moonlignt. on 
the deep, the sky and. stars, the circle 
of the horizon and vault of the heav- 
ens, the ripple and phosphorescent 
giow, calm and storm, conquering the 
elements and the ever nearness of 
death, to illustrate the color, beauty 
and solemnity surrounding their lives. 
They are leaders yet servers, of un- 
flinching courage, daring yet cautious, 
quick of perception, able to adapt 
themselves to circumstances, deeply 
reverent, Jesus knew his cause was 
safe in their hands—recognized their 
ability to spread nets of precious 
truths and gather in schools of sinful 
men in the great sea of human life. 
Think of their superb confidence in 
leaving all-:to follow Him! There is a 
wonderful sweetness in surrender to 
wise leadership. _BlesSings follow such 
confidence and surrender today as of 
old. The speaker urged the 
néed of fishers of men—of leaders so 
imbued with the spirit of Christ as 
to be possessed of but*one ¢hought— 
the Master and the harvest. The 
world is waiting for fishers willing to 


‘rut their trust in Jesus—for those who 


are not,ashamed or afraid to -openly 
confess the Master’-before men. “The 
warld likes a-manty man;.,has no re- 
gard for a weakling.: Therefore let 
pour light so shine that all mankind 
may see what you stand for, and so 
live and act as to win respect for the 
religious life. As you confess and 
strive to attain, grace and peace will 
come to you. As you live the life, hélp 
Will come to you from out the unseen. 
Anil when life’s curtain is rung down 
we shall go forward without fear to 
the judgment bar, knowing that. the 
“Son of Man’ will plead our cause 
“before the angels of God!” Let us 
all become fishers of men, each in his 
own way, as befits talent and station, 
and thus help on the coming of 
Christ's kingdom on the earth. 


IN THE AFTERNOON. 


In the afternoon Dr. Hidden spoke 
for Shawsheen lodge of Good Templars 
in South Andover, subject, ‘Think it 
Over.” During the Spanish war, he 
began, the Spaniards said, “The Yan- 
kees do not fight like other nations; 
they keep coming at us all the time.” 
We Good Templars do not fight as the 
rumsellers would like to have us. In- 
Stead of sitting with folded hands 
while they pick off our ove Ones with 
Strong drink we ‘‘keep coming” in our 
efforts to awaken the public conscience 
With reference to the work of the sa- 
loon in our midst. Men say, “Father 
used to drink: What was good enough 
for my father is good enough for me.” 
Why not be equally logical and return 
to all of father’s ways—give up the 
palace car for the stage coach: the 
trolley car for the wagon without 
springs; the electric light for the tal- 
low dip. Because father did wrong 
you are not justified in wrongdoing. 
Besides, you are a different man. Th> 
demands of today are greater than 
those of yesterday. That father was 
able to drink without seeming harm is 
no evidence that you can do the same. 
The strain on brain, nerve and body, 
is such that men now are less able to 
withstand the effects of strong drink 
than the men of other days. Some 
reply that father used pure liquors, 
While today the sons are fed on adul- 
terated drink. The talk about pre 
liquor is mostly pure nonsense. Th= 
thing that does the mischief is alcohol. 
The purer the liquor thé graver the 
danger. Alcohol is a poison. Dip a 
flower in alcohol and it dies: give it 
plenty of water and it lives. Inject 
pure alcohol into the stomach and jt 
kills instantly. One drachm of alcohol 
for each pound weight of the body 
causes death. Drinking any kind of 
liquor means slow death. The chief 
adulterant of strong liquor is. water. 
But for this weakening, this lessening 
of the strength of alcohol, the saloon 


men would work infinite mischief 
among their customers. To realize 
what a saloon does in a community 


compare it with a mill: The mill gives 
bread: the saloon takes it away. One 
ennobles. the other degrades labor: 
one creates, the other destroys homes. 
It is time to think on the saloon ques- 
tion and to think hard, Thinking 
leads to action. We need to create 2 
Strong public sentiment In order to do 
away with the saloon. Remember 
that public sentiment never creates it- 
self. The round up of the saloon is 
coming. Define your position. Stand 
with good men or with the bad: for 
the saloon or against it. He made a 
powerful plea for the protection of the 
home: told the story of Evangeline, to 
illustrate womans devotion and con- 
Stancy; pleaded that home makers 
should be home defenders: and closed 
with a thrilling picture of Jessie

the business man. _ Indifference with 

reference to the influence of drink 

upon the employe is a thing of the 
past. The old time idea that a man 
must have his regular sprees is being 

.discounted. Sympathy for. the drunk- 

en employe is going out of fashion. 

Business 1s business in the strictest 

sense of the term. Testing the use of 

liquor in: hot and cold climates in 
army and factory life, has demonstra- 


ted the fact that the sober man is a 
better and far more profitable man 
than the one who drinks. Business 
men are following the lead of the big 
mercantile houses in 
employes. So- 
frowns upon open intoxication. 
turning down wine 
glasses at public banquets, is becom- 
ing more common. Liquor in connec- 
tion with civic-celebrations is no longer 
used as openly as of old. No reputable 
organization will allow intoxication in 
the ranks while on parade. The sa- 
loon keeper seeks to hide his business 
behind screens of varied form. Sa- 
loons are being gradually forced into 
the back streets. The life insurance 
companies are coming to look upon a 
drinker as a bad risk. The leading 
fraternal societies regard saloon keep- 
ers and bar tenders as hazardous risks 
and deny them admission. The physi- 
cians of the world are organized 
against drink. In municipal life the 
_increase in taxes to settle the drink 
bill is provoking discussion. The 
drain upon the purse in private char- 
ity is attracting notice. The drinker 
is being looked upon as a menace to 
public safety. In ten years a drinking 
man will be unable,to obtain ski‘led 
employment: in twenty years drink- 
ers will be in a class by themselves, a 
class as clearly defined as the criminal 
and pauper of today. A moral up- 
heaval is coming such as this world 
has never witnessed. The army of 
drunken non producers is steadily on 
the increase. The public support of 
this class is bound to revolutionize the 
temperance movement. By and by 
business men will awaken to the fact 
that the saloon is the responsible pow- 
er. Then they will stamp the drunk- 
ard maker out of existence. The 
speaker's closing words comprised a 
splendid picture of the boy at the dyke 
holding back the flood that threatened 
the village, and said that. after thirty 
long vears of total abstinence work, 
he could see design in the temperance 
movement at last. The parts are merg- 
ing together. One by one the stars 
come out to shine in  reason's” sky. 
Soon the morning of victory will dawn 
and we shall see a mighty outpouring 
from hill and» moor and palace and 
hovel,’ to build up and strengthen the 
Almighty’s masterpiece: The great 
dyke of justice that is destined to 
wall up and hold hock forever the aw- 
ful stream of sickening sin that has de- 
bauched the world so long.«

“WORLD'S FAIR.

One of the largest and most attract- 
ive textile exhibits in the -Palace ‘ot 
‘Manufacturers is that of the Ameri- 
can Woolen Co.; which is arranged ia 
the form of a hollow square composed 
of large glass cases, in. which 
shown and tastily arranged the pred- 
uct of 30 odd mills under the manage- 
ment of this, the greatest woolen mat- 
ufacturing corporation in the world. 

One side of the exterior of their ©x- 
hibit is devoted almost entirely to the 
products of the Washington mills, 
which is generally known as one of 
the largest manufacturing ‘plants iu 
the world engaged in the production of 
men’s wear fabrics. An attractive co!- 
lection of the different shades and col- 
ors of uniform cloths manufactured by 
the company is shown for which a sin- 
gle order of 225,000 yards was taken and 
delivered some time ago by the corpor- 
ation. Both army and navy uniforin 
cloths are displayed in this window, al- 
so a fine line of worsted men’s wear, 
serges, etc., aré shown in similar and 
different designs. 

On the right and left are wax fig- 
ures dressed in handsome military and 
uniform suits, the whole being set off 
by a large picture of the Washington 
mills. Another of the exterior win- 
dows has a very attractive display in 
the form of a sunburst consisting of 
goods produced in 30 different mills, in- 
eluding both woolen and worsted men’s 
wear, also covert cloths and dress goods 
of recent design. On either side are 
displayed men’s wear fabrics from the 
different mills, giving the names with 
large pictures of several of the more 
modern plants. 

A third exterior window is given to 
the exhibition of a handsome 
overcoatings and cloakings includirg 
kerseys, Irish friezes and _ meltons, 
while a fourth exterior window is de- 
voted to a sample line of broadcloths 
and several lines of the company’s 
new olive-auto cloths, which are said 
to be in great demand for the auto- 
mobile trade, for which they are espe- 
cially designed. A handsome wax fig- 
ure in this window gives an excellent 
idea of the appearance of one of the 
new olivette auto suits. All of these 
windows, attracted a great deal of at- 
tention, especially from the trade en- 
gaged in the distribution of  thesa 
products, and many complimented the 
attendant in charge on the arrange- 
ment of the display. 

The inside of the exhibit is devoted 
largely to the exhibition of different 
designs of men’s wear being produced 
this season, and in the centre of the 
interior stands a circular case showing 
the wool in the different Stages of the 
process of manufacturing woolen goods 
from the wool in the grease to the yarn 
when it is ready for weaving into the 
many handsome cloths shown in the 
surrounding cases. 

Mr. Newhall, the attendant in charge, 
was very active in explaining the dif- 
ferent processes necessary in the pro- 
duction of the goods displayed to those 
who manifested an interest in thet. 
Such an exhibit cannot but result in 
much benefit to the American Wooien 
Co., which was awarded the grand 
prize, being the highest award and only

This is regard- 
ed as virtually a declaration for the 
open shop.

Try to Blow Up Foundries. 

Following a third attempt to dyna- 
mite the brass and iron foundry at 
Newport, Ky., Nov. 22, all the employ- 
ees’ were armed with rifles before quit- 
ting work. The nonunion men were 
living behind a stockade. The foundry 
workers of Cincinnati, Covington and 
Newport have been on strike the great- 
er part of the year. Thomas Bracken, 
a nonunion founder at Detroit, was ar- 
rested for his alleged connection with 
the murder of Samuel Weakly, a non- 
union foundry workman, who was shot 
at Cincinnati, Oct. 7, while standing at 
a street corner. 

The sensation of the week, however, 
in this labor struggle was the arrest of 
Joseph F, Valentine, president of the 
Iron Molders’ Union of North America, 
at Cleveland, Nov. 23, on the charge of 
being connected with the destruction 
of property at the Eureka foundry at 
Cincinnati, where nonunion men have 
been employed. Several other union 
molders were arrested on the same 
charge.

Campaign Hangs on Port Arthur’s Fate 


To starve or not to starve appears to be the not pleasant question 
brought home to General Stoessel and his loyal, brave, but miserable 
troops as the big Jap guns boom nearer and nearer with ever increasing 
effect on the crumbting forts and city of Port Arthur. 

There was reason to believe that the message from, General Stoes- 
sel to the czar by the destroyer Rastoropny, which was sunk at Chefu, 
was an appeal for fresh supplies asa condition necessary for holding 
the fortress against the Japanese much longer. During the week sev- 
eral other boats tried without success to get’away from Port Arthur, 
presumably as bearers of dispatches, but they were caught by the 
Japanese blockaders. General Nogi and his staff, while advancing 
steadily their intrenchments and tunnels, ceased to make infantry as- 
saults on the remaining Russian defenses, though bombarding the city 
and harbor from time to time. It was reported at Tokyo that the plan 
was to starve out what is left ef the Russian garrison. 

One report was that General Nogi had been ordered, Nov. 26, to 
make the final general assault and that General Stoessel was con- 
sidering a surrender. The heavy guns in the Russian forts had been 
silenced for want of men or ammunition or*both. 

Severa! skirmishes were reported between the armies of Kuro- 
patkin and Oyama along the Sha river, but it was thonght by some 
that both armies were preparing to go into winter quarters without 
having a decisive battle. The first section of the Baltic fleet entered 
the Suez canal Nov. 25, and the second section was close behind.

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McCRILLIS CASE CAME TO 


ABRUPT ENDING. 


The suits of Ranson F. McCrillis, 
former deputy collector of internal 
revenue, against the Boston Post and 
the Boston Herald for alleged libel, 
were taken from the jury at the su- 
perior civil court Monday morning, the 
continuance asked ‘for by ex-Congress- 
man William 8S. Knox, counsel for the 
plaintiff, having been granted by Judge 
Gaskill. ' 

McCrillis sued both papers tor $14,- 
000 damages. The trial opened Thurs- 
day, Nov. 17, but was temporarily 
interrupted by the illness of Samuel J: 
Elder, who, with Congressman ‘Powers, 
was conducting the defense. 

The plaintiff was the first witness. 
His direct examination was brief and 
he was cross-examined two hours and 
a half on Thursday and four hours ané 
a half on Frida~ the 18th, by Mr. El- 
der, whore voice then gave out, and 
the cross-examination was suspended 
for the time being. After the evidence 
of the two reporters who wrote the ar- 
ticles had been introduced court ad- 
journed until the following Monday 
morning. 

Mr. Elder was unable to appear in 
court the 2ist, having an attack of 
laryngitis, and at the request of coun- 
sel for the defense. the trial was post- 
poned until this morning. 

Mr: er was not in court this 
morning, but was to be here tomorow, 
and arrangements had been made to 
have the case proceed today with Con- 
gressman Powers continuing the cross- 
examination of McCrillis. 

Mr. Crowley, who brought suit in 
behalf of McCrillis, and who was his 
counsel at the criminal trial, was nct 
on hand, however, and Congressman 
Knox said that he did not feel I'ke taix- 
ing the responsibility of going ahead 
without Mr. Crowley, as he‘had only 
been recently called into the case.

A REVIEW OF THE SUPERIOR 
COURT SESSION. 


There were an unusually large num- 
ber of cases disposed of at the term of 
the superior civil court which ended 
Thursday after a seven weeks’ ses- 
sion, Judge Gaskill presiding. 

Of 346 cases on the list 250 were dis- 
posed of or continued. Forty-two 
cases were tried before a jury and ver- 
dicts aggregating $12,346.73 were re- 
turned. The verdicts were altered in 
three instances by the court, so that 
the total damages awarded were $1l1,- 
638.23. Seven verdicts for defendants 
were returned and in six cases verdicts 
for the defendant were ordered by the 
court. Three cases were settled after 
the trial had started. There were two 
disagreements reported by the jury. 
One hundred and eighty-eight cases 
were continued, 11 were settled out of 
court, six were taken off the list, four 
were non suited, and five were default- 
ed. 

Twenty-six days were consumed in 
actual trials and six days were lost in 
al! through cases not being ready for 
trial. or because of settlements. 

Nominal. damages of $1 were award- 
ed by the jury in five cases. The lar- 
gest verdict was $5000 secured by Mary 
E. Nagle. widow of Motorman James 
E. Nagle, against the Boston & North- 
ern Street Railway company. 

In -the trespass case of Noble vs. 
Witham in which the jury returned a 
verdict of $100 Judge Gaskill reduced 
ft to $50. He also reduced the verdict 
ef $2000 against the city of Lawrence 
in the accident suit brought by Sarah 
McAuliffe to $1200. The court raised 
the verdict of $298 in the case of Sam- 
uel Black against the Boston & North- 
ern street railway company to $450.

Special Services to be Held in the 
Churches of Town Next Sunday 


Next Sunday (Dec. 4) will be observed 
as Young Men’s Christian Association 
Sunday in.Andover. For some time the 
State Secretary for County Work, Albert 
E. Roberts of Boston, has been studying 
the fields in Essex County, organising 
local Associations at several points, and 
arracging to bring about the *County 
Work organization. ‘This is one of the 

| newest phases of Y. M. C. A. activity. 
The plan is to take the county as a 
basis of organization, and group together 
in the county a nember of towns which 
are at present too small to conduct a 
full fledged organization. The local 
work in the various towns is carried on 
by volunteer effort under the super- 
vision of the County Secretary, whois a 
trained man. ‘This County Secretary is 
employed by a County Committee con- 
sisting of from sixteen to twenty prom- 
inent business men living in different 
sections of the county. ‘These men give 
the entire work the benefit of their 
business judgment, and have the same 
relation to the several local organiza- 
tions asa board of Cirectors to a city 
organization. 

Norfolk County has already been or- 
ganized, and has been doing splendid 
work for more than a year. It ‘s the 
plan to complete the organization of 
Essex County early in the pew year, and 
Andover will be for the present under 
this plan one of the local organizations. 
It is proposed to kegin the work ina 
very simple way at first. The activities 
in Ahdover will include an_cceasional 
social for menu, frequent educational 
features in the way of practical talks 
and lectures, men’s meetings and a 
Bible class. As the work develops a 
more aggressive educational work, be- 
sides a physical work, will be attempted. 

Next Sunday, the County Work idea, 
as well as the Young Men’s Ubristian 
Association work in general, will be 
fully explained in the pulpits of the 
various churches intown. ‘The speakers 
will be as follows: At the South Con- 
gregational church, Mr. Geo.

Norwood. Mr. Winslow is a graduate of 
Phillips Andover, Academy, which, 
coupled with the fact*that he has been 
actively in touch with the Association 
movement for many years, will doubt- 
less be of great interest to the students 
and others who attend the church on 
the hill, At the West Parish church 
in the morning the speaker will be Mr. 
W. A. Morse of Lowell. In the after- 
noon at four o’clock there will be a mass 
meeting for men only at the Baptist 
Church, at which Mr. Sholar will be the 
speaker. His subject will be “From 
Brass to Gold.” Mr. Sholar is an inter- 
esting speaker, and his address is sure to 
be appreciated by those who hear him. 
He was for about tWelve years a promi- 
nent preacher in Brooklyn and other 
cities, and resigned from a_ successful 
pastorate at Westerly, R. IL, to accept 
the position of County Secretary for 
Norfolk County. In the evening there 
will be twounion services; one at the 
South Congregational Church, addressee 
’by Mr. John R. Boardman.of NewYork, 
( International. Secretary ~ for County 
eWork. ‘There will be special musical at- 

tractions at this service. At. Ballard- 
vale a union servicé will be held at the 
Methodist Church, addressed by Mr. 
Sholar. It is hoped that the general 
public of Andover will make a special 
effort to attend these services, as the 
future of the young men and boys of the 
town depends largely upon the influ- 
ences that are thrown: about them, and 
without question there will be some very 
helpful suggestions advanced by the 
speakers.

“ TONDA” 


A Story of the Sioux by Mr. W. K. Moore- 
head of Phillips Academy 


A new book has just been published 
and is now on sale at the Andover 
Bookstore whicli should find’ a ready 
sale in Andover. It is entitled ‘‘Tonda”’ 
and the author is Warrei-K. Moorehead, 
curator at the Archaeology building of 
Phillips Academy. The book besides 
being interesting and ‘instructive is 
neatly bound and contains seventeen 
full page illustrations and will makea 
fine acquisition to your library. 

The story, which is more or less his- 
toric, deals with the Sioux Indians just 
prior to the Little Big Horn fight, in 
which Custer and his command were 
killed. All the principal characters are 
drawn from life ; General Custer, Tom 
Custer, California Joe, Sitting Bull, The 
Congressional Commission, ete. The 
agent is typical of the agents of that 
time ; a scheming politician ; a shrewd, 
sharp and yet interesting character. 
‘Tonda, the heroine, has been educatea 
in the East. She falls in love with 
Strong Heart, a leader of the young 
men. Spotted Eagle, also in love with 
Tonda, conspires with LeMoyne, a 
renegade white man to steal her away. 
Escaping from Spotted Eagle through 
her physical prowess— for she is very 
strong—the girl is pursved, and Billy 
the Kid, a famous white outlaw appears 
upom the scene. 

This book marks an epoch in Indian 
literature. 

‘The white people are regarded through 
Indian eyes. The story is. strong—par- 
ticularly the chapters dealing with the 
fight with the horse thieves, the struggle 
in the tipi between Tonda and Spotted 
Eagle when the latter attempts to 
carry her off, ete. Professor Marsh of 
Yale—who did much to secure justice 
for the Indians—is also one of the char- 
acters. In other ‘Plains Stories” the 
thriving, murdering and lawless white 
frontiersmen have been dauded simply 
because they were “strenuous.” In 
Tonda these men—who were .responsi- 
ble-for all the trouble between Indian 
tribes and our government—are painted 
in their true colors. The climax is 
reached in the death of Custer. ‘The 
information for this was obtained from 
the Pine Ridge Sioux by Mr. Moorehead, 
who has. been a life-long student of In- 
dians, both ancient and modern. 

‘Tonda is not a dull, dry description of 
Its action is spirited and 
continuous, 

Francis West, the artist, has drawn 
two fine portraits, giving his conception 
of Tonda and Strong Heart, the leading 
characters. Of the other illustrations, 
the photographs are from life and the 
drawings are made by William Foster, of 
this town, under the direction of the 
author.

Treaty With England Announced. 

In a public address at a Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner at London the American am- 
bassador, Mr. Choate, announced that 
the terms of an Anglo-American treaty 
had been agreed upon. He did not give 
details, but said that on being asked if 
England was prepared to negotiate 
such a treaty Lord Lansdowne had re- 
plied, “That goes without saying.” 


Russian Mobilization Fails. 

Serious defections in the recruits for 
the Russian army are reported in south 
and southwest Russia, where over 30 
per cent of the Jews and many Chris- 
tians summoned to military service 
have left their homes and fled across 
the border. In some districts the de 
fection amounted to 50 per cent. 


Right of Self Defense Denied. 

The court at Dessau, Germany, has 
ruled that a private soldier has no 
right to strike back at his superior 
even though attacked by the latter. 
The court said that the soldier might 
parry the blow of his officer, but must 
not strike a counterblow. The case 
was that of Sergeant Heine, who was 
beaten by two privates for insulting 
their wives. 


Anglo-Swiss Treaty In Force. 

The arbitration treaty between Eng- 
land and Switzerland was signed at 
Geneva on the 18th. A similar treaty 
is about to be negotiated with the other 
European powers and the United States. 


Panama’s Army Disbanded. 

Through the support of the American 
minister. Mr. Barrett, backed by the 
naval squadron under Admiral Good- 
rich, a conspiracy on the part of the 
army of Panama to overturn the goy- 
ernment was checked on the 18th, and 
subsequently General Huertas, the ar- 
my commander, resigned. The soldiers 
finally accepted the proposition for im- 
mediate disbandment and prompt pay- 
ment of back salaries.

Explorer Peary’s New Ship. 

The ship which Commander Peary is 
having built in Maine for his final ef- 
fort to reach the north pole is designed 
for pressure resistance as no arctic 
craft ever was. She is to be 181 feet 
long, 34 feet 2 inches wide and have a 
mean draft of 16 feet. The stem, keel 
and frame will be of best white oak 
and the beams of yellow pine. The 
frames will be re-enforced with diago- 
nal straps of steel. Each beam will be 
supported by heavy diagonal braces of 
heavy pine and supported by steel 
stanchions. The shape of the hull is 
such as to tend to raise the vessel out 
of the water as the ice pack presses 
below water. A heavy white oak guard 
from stem to stern will add greatly to 
the stiffness and enable the craft to be | 
jacked out of the water when caught 
in the pack. Bow, stern and water line 
will be armored. The main deck house | 
is portable and will be carried ashore 
to serve as winter quarters when the 
vessel reaches the farthest pofnt it is 
possible to force her along the shores 
of Grant Land. It will also serve as a | 
storehouse after the sledge expedition 
starts. The ship will be heated by | 
steam and will be lighted by both 
electricity and oil. The motive power 
is steam and sail, the engine driving .a 
single ten foot screw. When complet- 
ed she is expected to cost $120,000.

| BIG BARN BURNED IN DRACUT, 
| eee 
| The fourth incendiary fire in Dracut 
in aS many months, totally destroyed 
the mammoth barn belonging to Fred 
A. Fox, on the Methuen road, Monday 
evening, about 8 c«'clock. © Sixty-five 
cows and one bull were roasted to a 
crisp and over 200 tons of hay mad: 
fuel for the flames. 

That the fire was one’of incendiary 
origin is undoubtedly true, as the first 
‘signs of it was seen issuing froni the 
cupola, directly above the hay © loft. 
The Fox household had just sat down 
to the evening meal when their atten- 
tion was called to what was taking 
place in the barn by the cry of. fire 
from a passerby. 

As all hands rushed into the yard 
the cupola fell and the entire roof, 
over 200 feet long, became one mass of 
flames. The large corps of farm hands 
employed by Mr. Fox made a rush to 
open the main doors in hopes’ that 
they might save some of the live stock 
but when this task was accomplished 
the entire interior of the building was 
a roaring furnace which made it im- 
possible for a human being to enter, 

Shrieks almost human went up from 
the frantic cattle, who, pinioned ‘in 
their stalls by stanchions, were un- 
able to move and simply had to stand 
where they were and be roasted alive, 
As the fire increased in fierceness the 
shrieks of the cattle lessened. 

The only thing that saved the en- 
tire cluster of dwellings from being 
burned was their distance apart. For- 
tunately Mr. Fox had not put his wag- 
ons and other farming implements into 
the barn, but intended doing so after 
supper. 

In an interview last evening Harold 
M. Fox, who was in charge of the 
farm-hands on the place, said: “‘E-and 
several of the milkers were the last to 
leave the barn. We locked up and as 
usual I made a tour of the building to 
see that everything was all right for 
the night. However, I did not go int» 
the loft as I did not think it was nec- 
essary. I went in company with th: 
others to the kitchen where we talked 
until supper time. We had not bee 
seated at the table more than two 
minutes when the cry of “Fire” from 
outside reached our ears. We all 
rushed to the door just as the cupola 
situated in the centre of the building, 
fell. We then rushed to the door of 
the burning barn, in hopes that we 
might rescue some of the cattle, but 
on breaking it open we saw that ns» 
human being could enter such a burn- 
ing furnace. Everything was all right 
as far as I was able to tell when [ 
locked up for the night and there is no 
doubt in my mind but what the bari 
was set on fire.” 

When Fred A. Fox was seen. by 
a newspaper representative, he could 
not state what the exact amount of 
damage was but said that the barn 
was fully covered by insurance and 
that the live stock and hay were only 
partially insured. The insurance js 
carried through the agency of F, ©, 
Church & Co. 

It was estimated that at least 200) 
people, attracted by the brilliant sky. 
walked from this city to the scene of 
the conflagration. 

Mr. Fox conducts one of the most 
extensive milk routes in Lowell and 
doubtless there will be many people in 
Lowell who will not receive their usu4l 
consignment of milk this morning.

The 
tree warden, A. H. Wagland is work- 
ing in conjunction with him, although 
he is handicapped by the fact that he 
has very little money left in his appro- 
priation with which to prosecute the 
work, 


The Improvement society will prose- 
cute the work each fine day. It 's 
probable that a meeting of the Im- 
provement suciety will be called soon 
to hear a report from Mr. Tenney as 
to what has been accomplished and to 
further discuss the problem of preserv- 
ing the foliage of the shade trees of 
the town. The tree warden will do 
what he can to aid in the work, witn 
very limited means at his command,

city, usualy from the rural. districts, 
a country store perhaps, imbued with 
only their own chance in ‘life. Being 
what we call in social life a sponge. 
A sponge with great gaping pore, large, 
distended and watery. , Filled with 
civic opportunities. Such a man is a 
cosmopolitan in the original use of the 
word. A man without a country. An 
enterprising shifter for personal profit. 
A pirate landing only on shores profit- 
able for loot. The true citizen puts all 
of himself into. the «ity. This other 
man while availing himself of all of 
the aities’ advantages often even tries 
to evade his taxes. He stands at the 
crossways of civic life and helps him- 
self to everything that can avail him 
personally regardless of his fellow cit- 
izens. 

By a city is meant not less than one 
hundred thousand of associated con- 
tiguous tribes. The home of the 
speaner has a population of four mil- 
lion people differing from most New 
England cities with their past trad!- 
tions and their opportunities for the 
future—New York is a city of foreign 
population. Every sixth person you 
meet is a Jew. They are not a na- 
tionality but a race, a religion. They 
are the most intelligent the 
most alert of its inhabitants. 
It is a foregone conclusion 
that every prize offered for intellec- 
tual attainments will be taken by a 
Jew. The sneaker numbers many per- 
sonal friends among them. Greeks and 
all other nationalities are well repre- 
sented there. These contiguous peo- 
ple have one common interest, the 
public school. Edw. Everett Hale 
compares the public school to a stom- 
ach which digests everything put into 
it. The children of these different na- 
tionalities must be digested into Am- 
ericans in the public schools. They 
expect, they have a right to demand, 
and the traditions of the United States 
have provided that it is first and pre- 
eminently their privilege not to fight 
the battle of life ignorantly. Educa- 
tion is imposed on them.in good tem- 
per and good will. 

That Lawrence spends a large sum 
annually on education proves that 
her present citizens are on 
the alert for the good of her future 
citizens. Cities like Lowell are secarce- 
ly American cities having only 35 per 
cent of American born citizens bora 
of American parents. Fall River has 
only 17 per cent. 3oston is a foreign 
city after 8 o'clock at night. They 
boast of their traditions and live in the 
suburbs. 

Too much money cannot be spent for 
educational purposes, and money so 
spent reduces the police department 
expenses. Citizens are created in the 
public school, and easy introduction to 
the responsibilities of civic life should 
be made there. The future citizens 
are entitled to the protection of an ed- 
ucation. 

A young man in chance conversation 
with the speaker gave his opinion 
that a shot was the best way to settle 
labor troubles not by arbitration or 
conferences. Mr. S. advised him to 
look to it that the other fellow didn't 
shoot first. The military idea of pro- 
tection as an obligation is not just. 
Citizens are entitled to and care for 
protection but they get no further. 
The situation as we find it is that 
money is poured out for protection, all 
civic departments are largely protect- 
ed. We talk of the reign of the law 
but law is no entity of itself. «Its 
business is not the production of ex- 
act justice but equal justice. Law is 
the registered expression of how things 
behave. A given act of phenomena 
has happened and is gotng to happen 
next time. Law is mutual conditions 
for public good, and self government 
takes the place of law after a certain 
point. “Ss

is the graduation of imitators into 
creators, Internal self government 
should take the place of external law. 
Law builds a defense around all indi- 
viduals so he can grow in all directions 
and shall not be crowded by the next 
man. Some men have more room than 
others for two reasons. One is what 
we owe in return for this defense and 
the other is that some men get up and 
move the fence in the night. Some 
men are geranium seeds and some 
acorns. Take a geranium seed in a 
pot and substitute an acorn and some 
thing is going to happen to the pot. 
An acorn should have a tub to grow 
in. Law must not be a barrier hut 
leave us free with space to grow in. 
The man who wants more wants to be 
carried. 


“A man often gets to thinking him- 
self the whole thing and wants the 
law to coddle him.” 

If men were created equal and yet 
do not have equal opportunities, does 
not condemn democratic institutions. 
No men are equal any more than the 
leaves of the forest are equal with 
their varying shade and form. There 
is a resemblance but not exact equali- 
ty. But the individual who seeks op- 
portunity must remember that the 
first rule of good manners is not to get 
your front feet in the trough. To some 
men in office at the public trough, 
nothing distresses so much as to be 
reminded of the time when they did 
honest werk for honest pay. Below 
the human there is absolute obedience, 
there is not a disobedient atom. Man 
by disobedience defeats the end of his 
being. Man only holds in his own 
hand to give himself away. In man 
is represented the converged influence 
of millions of years. There are those 
who believe that the world was creat- 
ed so many years ago. Science tell: 
us that it took twenty millions of 
years before it reached its highest 
form but does not say when that was. 
Man is at the focal point of millions 
of accumulations of years. He cost 
the universe a vast struggle before e 
was set amidst his fellows in civie life 
The least he can do is to give himself 
back, pay off the mortgage. Man 
with his immemorial past should not 
allow himself to be swayed by the puff 
of desire or by bestial appetites. 

Society is a serious thing. Living 
together in families is a serious thing 
judging by the number of divorce 
eases. By soctety we do not mean 
the young lady is going to “go into,” 
or what her mother is going to “bring 
her out” in. Why is her mother going 
te bring her out when she is going in- 
to it? But society is that divinest 
thing, an organism which results in 
individuals in one commonwealth to- 
gether back to back. Society is an or- 
ganism and not a mechanism. Being 
an organism every all has conscious- 


ness and cannot: be duplicated lke the 
parts of a sewing machine or a range- 
A little Italian boy in Brookline was 
asked at school to give a _ sentence 
using the word disarrange. He said, 
“My father makea the fire in the 
morning, the fire no go my father say 
dam this arraing.” 

A city should be on the co-operate 
plan, but the first thing should be the 
business of the administration as busi- 
ness and not as polite spoils. Eng- 
land’s civic reform came with the civic 
obligations of India. America’s op- 
portunity is in dealing with the vogues 
and practices of the Philippines. In 
no city department could the speaker 
find any thing of national like, say, 
the tariff until he came to the bacter- 
jological department where they inoc- 
ulated guinea pigs. Before inoculation 
the guinea pig, eating cabbage leaves 
was for revenue only. After inocula- 
tion he became a protectionist.
